T hey believed he had been killed some 
tim e Sunday or early Monday although 
his body was not recovered until last 
night. 
Possibility that the m an had been 
killed by g an g ster rivals will be in­ 
vestigated, the coroner’s ottice said. 
T h e dead m a n ’s skull was fractured 
and three deep cuts were inflicted by 
a sh a rp instrum ent.. 
His face was 
badly battered and the ground n ear 
the point in the river where the body 
w as found was sm eared with blood. 
A fter pounding his victim into u n ­ 
consciousness or death, the unknow n 
a tta c k e r threw the 
body 
into 
the 
P om m edeteree river. 
No m a rk s of identification could be 
found in the m a n ’s clothing and it 
could not be established w hether they 
had been removed intentionally or had 
had not been in the m a n ’s clothing 
p rior to the fight. 
T he man, who w as about 30 years 
old, wore corduroy breeches 
and 
a 
woolen shirt. 
One boot and a sock 
w ere missing. 
He weighed about 155 
pounds. 


Local residents recalled seeing two 
m en apparently farm w orkers Sunday 
who said they had come from G rand 
P o rk s w here they had been employed 
on a potato patch. 
They w ere driving 
an old car. 
Police were checking to 
nee if the killing m ight have resulted 
so that 
the killer would have sole 
ow nership of the battered automobile. 
The body was found by a boy who 
saw the m a n ’s feet sticking out of 
the river. 
He noticed them M onday 
m orning but thought nothing of it u n ­ 
til he passed by again in the a fte r­ 
noon. 
Then he spread the alarm and 
the body was recovered.

The body, found n ear the Lac De 
F lam b eau Indian reservation in n o rth ­ 
ern Wisconsin, was so decomposed it 
could not be identified imm ediately, 
b u t Mrs. H a c k e tt’s dentist w-as to be 
brought here from Chicago and a u th ­ 
orities felt certain he could m ake the 
identification, the only thing they said 
they lacked to charge her husband 
w ith m urder. 
Mrs. H ackett, widow of a m em ber of 
the state P resident Roosevelt’s 
p er­ 
sonal secret service staff, was m arried 
in Chicago on Ju n e 16 to George W. E. 
P erry, whom she had met through a 
new spaper advertisem ent. 
P erry, authorities say, is a bigamist, 
having been m arried to K atherine Geb- 
h a rt of Cleveland a few m onths before 
he was m arried to Mrs. H ackett. 
T h e advertisem ent which led to the 
m a rriag e was one which appeared in 
Chicago and asked for a w om an com ­ 
panion to m ake an auto trip to Cali­ 
fornia with all expenses paid. 
Mrs. 
H a c k ett answ ered it, expecting to meet 
a woman. 
Instead she m et Perry, 
w ho told her he had m uch property in 
California and th a t he wished to be 
m arried because his m other objected 
th a t he was a spendthrift and w anted 
him to settle down. 
They were m a r­ 
ried soon afte r and left for northern 
W isconsin 
on 
t h e i r 
honeymoon. 
F rien d s of Mrs. H ack ett say she gave 
him $500 to pay expenses. 
The last heard of Mrs. H ackett was 
J u ly 5, when friends of hers in Chi­ 
cago received postcards 
postm arked 
L ac Du Flam beau and dated Ju lv Z. 
Perry, authorities said, returned to 
Cleveland on Ju ly 7, driving a

His first wife 
told authorities th a t in the ca r she 
found num erous articles of w om en’s 
clothing and th at her husband told 
her they had belonged to an a u n t of 
his in Chicago who did not w ant them 
any more.

Federal forces were reported

torious in fighting In Minas Geraea 
yesterday, driving the rebels from sev­ 
eral small towns near the important 
city of Bello Horlzonta, which Is In 
rebel hands. 
Minas Geraaa is a large 
state Just north and w est of Rio De 
Janeiro. 
A 15-day national holiday, 
decreed yesterday by the president, be­ 
cam e effective this morning, closing 
ult hanks and the higher grade schools. 
A detachm ent of Rio De Janeiro 
state police captured 60 state police of 
Minas Geraes after a counter attack 
of Rio Preto. 
The town was taken 
by the federal police who captured 
tehel machine guns.

No m ark s of identification could be 
found in the m a n ’s clothing and it 
could not be established w h eth er they 
had been removed intentionally or had 
had not been in the m a n ’s clothing 
prior to the fight. 
The man, who was about 30 years

One boot and a sock 
were missing. 
He weighed about 155 
pounds. 
Local residents recalled seeing two 
m en apparently farm w orkers Sunday 
who said they had come from Grand 
F o rk s where they had been employed 
on a potato patch.

Police were checking to 
see if the killing might have resulted 
so that the killer would have sole 
ownership of the battered automobile. 
The body was found by a boy who 
saw the m a n ’s feet sticking out of 
the river.

The state Is equipped 
with radio stations which enable

Speaks of Present P a y Issues 


C o n g r e s s m a n H a r o l d K n u t s o n of tho sixth district, ad* 
dressing the Clear I>ake Community club, spoke of the issues of 
the day and summed up America very well in his opening para­ 
graph when he said that in no other country in the World do the 
people enjoy such high standards of living and such opportunities 
tor pleasure and recreation. The congressman said in parti 
“Our well being does not rest upon the fertility of our soil 
and the magnitude of the empire embracing this gn at arid glo­ 
rious republic,” said Congressman Knutson. “Much of it— indeed, 
most of it—comes as the result of our form of government which 
is a representative democracy. 
“Ours is a government by party and necessarily must remain 
so if the government is to operate efficiently and for the best in­ 
terests of the many. A breaking down of political lines can only 
result in the substitution of personal responsibility and in the for­ 
mation of independent blocs which are more or less free lance and 
too often inspired in their policies by personal ambitions rather 
than by the desire to promote public weal. 
“In this campaign the Republican party comes before the 
American people with a record of performance which cornea very 
near to having fulfilled the pledges made in the several party plat­ 
forms.” The congressman cited the reduction of the war debt, 
easing of tax burdens, reducing the public debt, etc. 
“No people ever recovered so speedily and completely from 
a stupendous calamity as did our people from the ravages and the 
losses of the World War. The American people themselves made 
this accomplishment possible through their industry, patience and 
patriotism, hut be it remembered that this outstanding accom­ 
plishment was made under the direction of the Republican party.” 
He then covered expenditures in federal aid for public road 
building, flood control, a government building program, many 
forms of veteran relief, hospitalization, etc. 
“I will leave it to your good sense if it does not show' pretty 
good business ability on the part of the Republican party when it 
can reduce the federal debt by IO billion dollars in IO years and 
reduce taxes by nearly two billions and at the same time carry on 
these great public projects for relief work and development,” said 
the congressman. 
Foreign debts have been funded too. The claims have been 
settled on very generous terms, hut it is safe to assume that the 
terms were based upon ability of each nation to pay. 
The congressman dwelt on the fact that machinery is dis­ 
placing labor. “The great World War is responsible for some of 
our present ills. It resulted in inflation of land values and the sub­ 
sequent deflation. The same is true of the stock and commodity 
markets.” 
“Much of the unemployment that exists today is the result 
of machine installation, and I fear that this condition will be­ 
come aggravated with time unless we go on to shorter hours, 
which I believe to he the only solution. Machinery is not only 
supplanting labor in the factory, but also on the farm.” 
Combines, each supplanting 12 or 15 men, are now used in 
the Red River Valley. They cut, thresh and load tho grain all at 
one operation. What is true of the grain farm is equally true of 
the dairy farm. 
“With the constant increase in production of all commodities. 
it follows that over-production in certain lines is inevitable.” A.- 
a result of diversified diet, the per capita consumption of wheat 
in this country has decreased. Years ago wheat was a great staple 
food of our people. Today we eat more meat and potatoes, vege­ 
tables and fruits, all of which have in a measure supplanted wheat 
consumption. Formerly we exported our surpluses to other lands, 
but in recent years our foreign customers have brought their 
wheat production up to meet their local needs, hence the market 
for our surplus is gone. Argentina, Canada, Australia, New Zea­ 
land, Russia and India are all heavy exporters of grains and live­ 
stock, and if a way could be found to balance our production, it 
would go a long way toward solving the surplus problem.” 
The Minnesota cow cannot compete with the cocoanut cow, 
neither can our swine raisers, and that is why the congressman 
favors Philippine independence. The beet grower with his sugar 
production is in the same boat as the dairyman. The congressman 
is for the early independence of the islands so that their exports 
to this country may pay the same rates of duty as similar com­ 
modities from other countries. 
Opposition to the tariff bill has been inspired by big Amer­ 
ican industrialists who have moved their plants to Europe where 
they have cheaper labor and longer hours. They wanted to ship 
their products to this country to be sold in competition with simi­ 
lar products made here. The tariff bill will come as near doing 
justice to every part of the country and to every interest, as it is 
humanly possible to do, said the congressman.

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Speaks of Present Day Issues 


C o n g r e s s m a n H a r o ld K n u t s o n of the sixth district, ad­ 
dressing the Clear Lake Community club, spoke of the issues of 
the day and summed up America very well in his opening para­ 
graph when he said that in no other country in the world do the 
people enjoy such high standards of living and such opportunities 
tor pleasure and recreation. The congressman said in part: 
“Our well being does not rest upon the fertility of our soi 
and the magnitude of the empire embracing this great and glo­ 
rious republic,” said Congressman Knutson. “Much of it— indeed, 
most of it—comes as the result of our form of government which 
is a representative democracy. 
“Ours is a government by party and necessarily must remain 
so if the government is to operate efficiently and for -the best in­ 
terests of the many. A breaking down of political lines can only 
result in the substitution of personal responsibility and in the for­ 
mation of independent blocs which are more or less free lance and 
too often inspired in their policies by personal ambitions rather 
than by the desire to promote public weal. 
“In this campaign the Republican party comes before the 
American people with a record of performance which comes very 
near to having fulfilled the pledges made in the several party plat­ 
forms.” The congressman cited the reduction of the war debt, 
easing of tax burdens, reducing the public debt, etc. 
“No people ever recovered so speedily and completely from 
a stupendous calamity as did our people from the ravages and the 
losses of the World War. The American people themselves made 
this accomplishment possible through their industry, patience and 
patriotism, but be it remembered that this outstanding accom­ 
plishment was made under the direction of the Republican party.” 
He then covered expenditures in federal aid for public road 
building, flood control, a government building program, many 
forms bf veteran relief, hospitalization, etc. 
“I will leave it to your good sense if it does not show pretty 
good business ability on the part of the Republican party when it 
can reduce the federal debt by IO billion dollars in IO years and 
reduce taxes by nearly two billions and at the same time carry on 
these great public projects for relief work and development,” said 
the congressman. 
Foreign debts have been funded too. The claims have been 
settled on very generous terms, but it is safe to assume that the 
terms were based upon ability of each nation to pay. 
The congressman dwelt on the fact that machinery is dis­ 
placing labor. “The great World War is responsible for some of 
our present ills. It resulted in inflation of land values and the sub­ 
sequent deflation. The same is true of the stock and commodity 
markets.” 
“Much of the unemployment that exists today is the result 
of machine installation, and I fear that this condition will be­ 
come aggravated with time unless we go on to shorter hours, 
which I believe to be the only solution. Machinery is not only 
supplanting labor in the factory, but also on the farm.” 
Combines, each supplanting 12 or 15 men, are now used in 
the Red River Valley. They cut, thresh and load the grain all at 
one operation. What is true of the grain farm is equally true of 
the dairy farm. 
“With the constant increase in production of all commodities, 
it follows that over-production in certain lines is inevitable.” As 
a result of diversified diet, the per capita consumption of wheat 
in this country has decreased. Years ago wheat was a great staple 
food of our people. Today we eat more meat and potatoes, vege­ 
tables and fruits, all of which have in a measure supplanted wheat 
consumption. Formerly we exported our surpluses to other lands, 
but in recent years our foreign customers have brought their 
wheat production up to meet their local needs, hence the market 
for our surplus is gone. Argentina, Canada, Australia, New Zea­ 
land, Russia and India are all heavy exporters of grains and live­ 
stock, and if a way could be found to balance our production, it 
would go a long way toward solving the surplus problem.” 
The Minnesota cow cannot compete with the cocoanut cow, 
neither can our swine raisers, and that is why the congressman 
favors Philippine independence. The beet grower with his sugar 
production is in the same boat as the dairyman. The congressman 
is for the early independence of the islands so that their exports 
to this country may pay the same rates of duty as similar com­ 
modities from other countries. 
Opposition to the tariff bill has been inspired by big Amer­ 
ican industrialists who have moved their plants to Europe where 
they have cheaper labor and longer hours. They wanted to ship 
their products to this country to be sold in competition with simi­ 
lar products made here. The tariff bill will come as near doing 
justice to every part of the country and to every interest, as it is 
humanly possible to do, said the congressman.

It will be Hanahan for the Cards 
tomorrow, against which ever pitcher 
Connie Mack elects to start. 
Once

In the third game of 
the series, when it seemed that noth­ 
ing could avert another such rout as 
National League champions have un­ 
dergone for the past three years, “Wild 
Bill, 
belting his nickname with the 
coolness of a veteran, shut out the 
Mackmen with seven scattered hits. 
heat them 5 to 0, and so disconcerted 
thorn that they wound up by scoring 
only one run in 30 consecutive innings. 
When the Athletics resumed scoring 
yesterday, However, they did so with 
a. crash and a bang. The crash was 
the impact of Jimmy Foxx's big black 
bat against the ball and the beng was 
the collision between the ball and a 
hastily vacated left field bleacher seat. 
That home run of Jimmy's, scoring 
Mickey Cochrane ahead of him, punc­ 
tuated as pretty a pitching duel as a 
world series crowd has looked upon 
for many an October day. Until Foxx 
intruded, Burleigh Grimes had been 
splashing his spitball past the A’s un­ 
til he had them yelling for life pre­ 
servers. 
For 
the 
opposing 
camp, 
George Earnshaw and 
Lefty 
Grove 
have been standing the Cardinals on 
their chests. The left field score board 
showed more zeros than a school boy's 
report card until the A’s went to bat 
in the ninth inning yesterday. 
Mickey Cochrane, who has been en­ 
gaging Burleigh Grimes in a verbal 
duel throughout the series, led off for 
the Athletics in that session. 
‘Hello, Big Ears,” Grimes greeted the 
Philadelphia catcher. 
“Better fasten 
hack those shutters or 111 bust em 
for you." 
Well, what with one witty saying 
and another, Grimes neglected to get 
enough balls over the plate, and Coch­ 
rane walked, emitting loud and rauc­ 
ous raspberries in the direction of the 
pitcher’s box. 
This brought up Al Simmons, who, 
as It happened, was shy a safety pin 
for his flannel knickers, and Grimes 
had a merry time of it kidding Al, the 
latter being handicapped by having 
to bat with practically one hand.
